TROUBLE FEARED 



Crisis) Approaching In the Great 



VIEWS FROM HEADQUARTERS 

Striking Miners Marching on the 
Mines That Are Now 
Working. 



PiTTRBUmo. July 19.— The events of 
the past 84 hours in the Pittsburg coal 
mining diitrict Indicate that there it 
trouble ahead. The strike hat been on 
for iwo weeks with no cause for alarm 
in any quarter, but the pangs of hunger 
and muttering* of discontent have taken 
tangible form, and 1,000 miners are 
marching on Oannontburg, the object- 
ive point being the Boone and Allison 
mines. A few days ago the operators 
of these mines made a requisition on 
the »heriff of Washington county for 
additional deputies. It is supposed that 
there are at least 80 deputies at each 
mine. weU armed for any friction that 
may take place. 

Yesterday the miners of the Miller's 
and Toms Bun distriots held mass- 
meetings. The men employed in the 
Slope and Bridgoville mines, Essen Nos. 
1 and 8, and Steen's mines, met at 
Bridgoville. Cecil was the scene of a 
meeting of Laurel Hill Nos. 2 and 4, 
Creedmoor and Bishop mines, and the 
digger* employed in the Standard and 
Ellsworth mines in Miller's Run also 
held a meeting. The gatherings were 
attended by men, women and children. 
The women did not lag in the interest 
taken.

WEST VIRGINIA MINERS WILL STRIKE. 
Men at tha Moooogah Mlae Decide to 

Faikmoxt, W. V».. July IB. - Over 
600 men attended the cxial miner*' 
meeting yesterday in the woods at 
Willow Tree »clioolhousc, near Monon- 
gah, and 317 of them raised their hand* 
when J. D. Malion, the speaker took a 
vot* to asocrtaiu how many of them 
were willing to come out. Tho miner* 
were chilly at first, but got warmed up 
and showed much enthusiasm, and the 
speaker was frequently cheered. It 
was a noticeable fact that only Motion- 
gah miners were in attendance, initio 
from the neighboring oollienos putting 
in their appearance. 

Notwithstanding tho rain, which 
commenced falling soon after the meet- 
ing began, the miners liatuietl for over 
an hour to th* address. It waa the 
largest meeting ever held in this dis- 
trict bv the miners, and many of tho 
operators who have been conliilen- that 
th* men would stay in, say now that 
they are prepared for anything. Not 
only the minors, but their wives ami 
children turned out at tho meeting. 
Conservative men hero think it is only 
a matter of titno until the men come 

The company nftiilals say if tho men 
strike, the pits will be filled with 
Italians and negroes, and if this notion 
is taken the men say trouble may be ex- 
pected. It is said an impromptu arsenal 
has been arranged in tho company's 
office, and the worst is expected. 

MINER S AL L" OUT.

Wheelino. July 10 — There is a 
heavy movemeut of West Virginia coal 
through Wheeling.

If it is repudiation to redeem green 
backs at the treasury in silver, it ia re- 
pudiation at the banks to pay checka in 
silver certificates. 

IV. 

If the stiver dollar is a fifty-cent dollar, 
then the workingmen of the United 
States are being cheated by their employ- 
ut of half of the wages tbat were 
agreed on. 



If the holders of obligations of the 
United States can demand gold payment, 
so can the owners of all private debts 
demand their payment in gold. 

VL 

The law of the United States makes 
standard ailver dollars a legal tender for 
unlimited amounts in payment of all 
debts, . public and private. A green- 
back is a public debt ; and therefore pay- 
able by law in silver. The same is true 
of United States bonds and internet cou- 
pons.

One of the most striking indication*, 
of the growth of scutimeut against high 
protection and of a liberal sentiment 
upon tariff matters is tho movement 
against tho pending tariff bill by tho 
Manufacturers' Assen tation of the Unit- 
ed States.

Tbe plea which hus been nsed foi 
years by the protectionists — namely, 
that protection is in tho interest of 
American labor — is showu by census 
figures to be a sham. Of the 5,000,000 
persons employed in manufacturing iu 
tho United States it is showu iu tbe po- 
titiou tbut less than 200,000 aro em 
ployed in occupations subject to active 
foreign competition aud H10.000 iu 
occupations subject to moderate for- 
eign competition. The reiuaiuder, over 
4,000,000, do not oomo at all iu compo 
titiou with foreigu labor. 

It is very pluiu that the Diugley bill 
is not designed, auy more tbau uuy other 
high protective measure wus designed, 
to protect American labor or to pro- 
duce revenues for tho government It is 
designed primarily to proteot the trusts 
aud to foster monopoly. — Bultiuioro 
Sun.

necesnry. A binder in many 
i brat, but a header in quite 
lopo of the farther western 
wheat belt la absolutely essential, the 
straw in some years being too short to 
bind, tbongh the quality and quantity 
of the grain be the very highest. There 
are small farms here and there, and es- 
pecially for nala, for which the reaper 
is best adapted, and the small farmer 
who owns a good reaper need be in no 
hasto to throw it aside, for ho can cut 
and bind his small field without hiring 
of help or paying out money for twine. 
In the farther interests of economy J. 
M. Rice, Oklahoma, in a letter to The 
Orange Judd Farmer, says: 

I do not advise that the binder, with 
ita wide tire, bull wheel and two to six 
horses, be driven over the grain, even if 
but once around the field, aud not 
driven through it to divide into lands. 
It is certainly not the right way to do 
to rniso n 6 to 13 Inch strip just to 
tramp it down. A way to avoid this 
each ono can arrange in some way, ac- 
cording to his p< Miliar surroundings. In 
my old Iowa farm, where the gritases 
did so well, I bnd n strip sown to grass 
all around my field wide enough for 
the passage or tnrning of all machinery. 
The griuMwnnld straighten after tramp- 
ing, so there was no wasto whether this 
strip was cut before or after the grain 
harvest. In thin section very few of onr 
grainticlds uro feucod, so if the plow- 
ing has hr.cn rightly douo the horses 
and drive wheel are clear outsido of the 

While there aro advantages in thrash- 
ing from the shock I would not risk ad- 
vising my brother fanners to leave the 
shocks stand in the field until it would 
bo possible to got thrashing dono. If 
there was a thrashing macbino for every 
dozen farms, it might bo safe, but it cer- 
tainly would not be profitable to ma- 
chine owners. A 16 minute rain, with 
days following, would complete- 
ly stop the thrashing for dnys, w hile if in 
the stuck, by the use of covers generally 
at hand, an hour need not be lost. 

As to marketing grain direct from 
the machine, that may or may not be 
good advice. It certainly is not good 
advice to say "always murket from the 
machine." To thrash at one from the 
shock and at once pnt the grain on tbe 
would put the great wheat crop 
of this country into the hands of buyers 
iusidu of threo months aud the great 
bulk of it in less than two mouths. I 
do not think uuy rule can he given on 
this point. Tho rending, intelligent 
fanner wants to study the crop situation 
and sell or hold, us best judgment indi- 
cate*

SORGHUM AS A FODDERCROP. 



Froely conceding the groat value of 
corn fodder. J. M. Rice, tbe well known 
weatern agriculturist, says, "It is not, 
however, tbo best fodder for all parts of 
the cnuutry. " Here are his views 
tbe subject of fodder crops as expressed 
in Tho Farm, Field a-ifl Fireah 

Corn fodder may be tbe best fodder 
crop for the east and the great interior 
snd as far west as parts of Nebraska 
and Kansas, where so mnch 
boon produced that it hardly pays to 
guther it. There ia beyond this a sec- 
tion where corn is not a certain crop 
every year, and iu 
a good crop in any year, where a more 
certain grain and fodder crop must bo 
planted than corn. Tako Oklahoma as 
an example. I havo seen here the best 
corn I ever saw grown anywhere. With 
in three miles of the writer fslr to good 
crops of 

farms every year sinoe settlement, yet 
I don't find it profitable to plant corn 
on my farm and will have leas than 
three acres growing this year, but I 
think I have succeeded as well as tbe 
average in farming. Sorghum in somo 
of its various forms and names has been 
our main grain and fodder crop for 
stock, aud in tbia respect we have not 
failed, and today with stock on grasa 
we have fodder loft, as we have bad ev- 
ery year, and the drought of past two 
years is well known. 

A prominent western official and writ- 
er saya he never uses the word drought 
I nm not afraid to nse it I came bore 
■■lulling it and have not been diaap- 
pointcd. Iustead of trying to change 
weather and climate the effort has been 
to adapt myself to them. A dronght is 
not a blessing by any means; neither is 
it all eviL With all of our drought last 
year we bad sorghum hay that grew 
much lurger than wo wanted it, tho 
fault being ours in sowing it too thin. 

Hero aro our work and plana for this 
year: Common sorghum — or what in 
the north is often called cuiic or at one 
time Chinese sugar cane — has been 
sown at intervals from the last of 
March to tbe middle of April at the 
rate of one bushel per acre, out in with 
the disk harrow, there having been no 
previous plowing, then smoothed down 
with the oommon harrow. This will be 
ready to cut for first crop July 1, and 
from the stubbie will grow another crop 
roady to cut Sept IS. This will have a 
little grain upon it, but is largely a hay 

For grain the various forms of Kaffir 
corn, etc., aro planted from April usu- 
ally until May 25, though last year we 
planted aa late as July 17. This will be 
cultivated and out sameascorn for both 
grain and fodder, and our five years' ex- 
perience has shown it to be more profit- 
able for us than corn, and we believe, in

can be achieved. Of course wheat is our 
loading crop. 

FoodlBg Soiling Crops. 
With August comes failure of pas- 
tures aud a consequent shrinkage in the 
milk, unless soiling crops are at hand 
to help out the scanty pasturage. The 
careful farmer has bis crop of fodder 
corn or other green stuff ready for this 
annual emergency. It il a wasteful 
practice to cut such fodder and throw 
it upon the ground for the cattle to pick

Much of the feed is 
thus trampled uuder foot and lost. Tbe 
accompanying ont here reproduced from 
tbe New York Tribune shows a handy 
rack for feeding soiling crops. It is easy 
to make and can be put np anywhere — 
against tho pasture fenoe or against the 
outside of a building— the only thing 
needed being a couple of staples for 
either end, one for the iron hook at the 
bottom and one for the bit of ohain to 
hook iuto. Such a rack oan readily be 
moved from ono place to auother.

A Texas correspondent of Home and 
Farm writes about sorghum as follows: 
Begin feeding to hogs as soon as headed 
out Cut only what will make one feed 
or meal and give them entire stalk— fod- 
der, stalk, seed. One planting will fur- 
nish food for several weeks, but to have 
it last as long aa possible there should 
be several plantings two or three weeks 
apart It should be sowed near a hog lot, 
so as to be handy to ont and throw in 
the lot every day.
